VERYTHING points to the month of June 

as one of the most notable periods in the his- 

tory of the plumbing, heating and ventilat- 
ing field. In that month ten days have been set 
aside for our important National conventions, and, 
as we look forward to these important gatherings, 
there is a realization that these deliberations will 
mark a new era of constructive work, greater en- 
thusiasm, and substantial prosperity. 

The first of these conventions will be that of the 
American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engi- 
neers, to be held in Pittsburgh, June 10th to 12th. 
This will be a joint meeting with the National Dis- 
trict Heating Association, an arrangement which has 
been endorsed by members of both organizations. 
The establishment of working agreements between 
these bodies will be a most commendable move, as 
they have much in common, and co-operative work 
of this character is bound to reflect its benefits 
throughout the heating and ventilating field. A 
number of sessions of the Society will take place in 
the auditorium of the Bureau of Mines laboratories, 
in which the Research Bureau of the Society is lo- 
cated, which has added significance in view of the 
important work that is planned. The Society has 
shown splendid progress, particularly in the sub- 
stantial increase in membership. and the semi-annu- 
al meeting should be one of inspiration for the 
entire membership. 

Right on the heels of this gathering is the annual 
convention of the Heating and Piping Contractors’ 
National Association, which will meet in Atlantic 
City, June 12th to 14th. Many of those, who attend 
the Pittsburgh gathering, will continue farther East 
to participate in these deliberations and carry with 
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them inspiration engendered at these sessions. Trade 
Extension will be thoroughly discussed at this meet 
ing and undoubtedly many good constructive sug 
gestions will be made for the successful conduct of 
this movement. 

In the meantime manufacturers and jobbers will 
be busy in the meetings of the Eastern and Central 
Supply Associations, both of which are scheduled 
to meet on June | 1th, in New York and Chicago re 
spectively. Manufacturer and distributor have many 
problems before them. The building situation, 
Trade Extension, the level of prices, all these, and 
more, are timely subjects of vital interest to the in 
dustry. Trade Extension is expected to dominate 
the discussion, because all feel the need of making 
new paths—adopting new methods, bringing about 
closer co-operation and establishing complete confi 
dence between manufacturer, jobber and merchant 
contractor, the accomplishment of which spells pros 
perity for all concerned. 

And then comes the annual convention of the 
National Association of Master Plumbers, which 
will meet in Atlantic City, June 17th to |9th. Presi 
dent L. McNamara has already issued the call for 
this important gathering and is urging the industry 
to respond and co-operate as never before in mak 
ing this, the thirty-seventh annual convention, the 
finest in the history of the organization. 

There is a big opportunity ahead of the plumbing 
and heating industry with the financial support and 
whole-hearted adoption of the program that has 
been outlined by the Trade Extension Bureau. We 
recognize that the establishment of a Central Bureau 
—a clearing house for business-building ideas—is 
the simplest and most effective method of going 
ahead. It is the power house wherein the current 
of enthusiasm is generated. Its lines will spread in 
all directions, distributing the light of opportunity, 
which no progressive concern can afford to ignore, 
unless it wants to remain in the dark. 

June is the month for action. It can be made one 
of satisf-action. 

Everybody who can possibly do so should make 
up his mind to take part in these deliberations. The 
wisest counsel, the best thought, unlimited enthusi 
asm, the determination to “build better than they 
knew —all these combined will bring about those 
things, which many of us have dreamed of, but 
which can be readily made into realities.
